clause therein. This will prevent sell 
ing of stock in a single company, so 
th at holders m ust retain all or none. 
The holding company will be formed 
to tak e over the surplus shares of all 
of fhe companies and the shares of 
this concern, it is said, will be trans­ 
ferred to the National City company 
as trustee.

companies’ 
shares are already being voted by 
three trustees, two 
of 
whom are

man. Hence, if the company is made 
the trustee for the holding company, 
thee* trustees will control w'hat are 
now* the oil and the tobacco trusts. 
By this plan persons actually outside 
of the oil and tobacco combination 
would rule the destinies of those 
companies and there would be no 
trust, as a trust is now designated. 
Power to Do as They Please 
The Rockefeller interests control 
thp National City bank and the new 
National City company. 
They are 
also large holders of the stock of the 
American Tobacco company. They 
are thus in a position to do as they 
please and if they decide th at their 
new $10,000,000 concern shall vir­ 
tually administer the affairs of com­ 
panies, capitalized 
and 
with

sources running into the hundreds 
of millions, they will be able to do 
so.

THE BELATED FUNERAL OF 
JOHN BROWN’S SON. 


Old John Brown had two sons 
killed at Harper’s Ferry, Owen 
and Watson. The body of Owen 
was buried with 
others In 
a 
trench near the scene of the 
conflict. 
That of Watson was 
secured 
by 
tom e 
physicians 
from a medical college at Win­ 
chester, 
twenty 
m iles 
cway. 
Three years afterward, in 1862, 
W inchester 
was 
captured 
by 
Gen. Banka of the Union army, 
and Dr. J. J. Johnson, surgeon 
of the Twenty-seventh Indiana 
volunteers, was placed In charge 
of the medical college, which 
had been turned into a hospital 
for southern soldiers. 
Dr. John­ 
son found the body of Watson 
Brown, 
so 
labeled, 
which 
had 
been 
anatomically 
pre­ 
served 
aa 
a fine 
specimen 
of 
tho 
human 
body. 
He 
sent tbs body to his home in 
Indiana, and preserved it m ere 
for many years. 
In 1 '2 word 
reached the Brown family that 
Dr. Johnson had W atson’s body. 
The oldest son, John Brown, Jr., 
who was living at Put-in-Bay, 
went to Martinsville, Ind., where 
Dr. Johnson lived, identified the 
body, and took It away with 
him. 
It was burled with Im­ 
pressive ceremonies by the side 
of the father, “John Brown of 
Osawatomie,” In the Adirondack 
mountains. 
This account is au­ 
thentic, for the writer of “Curi­ 
ous Bits of History” is the one 
who “discovered’’ the body at 
Martinsville. 
A full account of 
tb s matter will be found In the 
New York Independent of June 
15, 1895.

NEW SPAPERS DURING THE 
REVOLUTIONARY WAR. 


At the outbreak of tho Revo­ 
lutionary war thirty-seven news­ 
papers were being published in 
the 
Colonies. 
Most 
of 
them 
were published in Pennsylvania 
and 
Massachusetts. 
Of 
the 
thirty-seven, twenty-three were 
devoted to the cause of the pa­ 
triots; seven, possibly eight, fa­ 
vored the English, and the bal­ 
ance were supposed to be neu­ 
tral. 
Of the twenty-three patri­ 
otic papers, five went over to 
the loyalists In the course of the 
war. 
Thus not quite one-half 
of the total number supported 
the cause of the Revolution from 
start to finish. 
Most of the ed­ 
itors and proprietors whose pa­ 
pers deserted the patriots’ cause 
fled across the border into Can­ 
ada toward the close of the war, 
and forgot to come back.

THE FIRST RAILROADS. 


The first, railroad in the Unit­ 
ed States, In the modern sense 
of the term, was the Baitomore 
A Ohio. One or two little roads 
had been built before, but they 
were mere tramways, operated 
by force 
of 
gravity 
or 
by 
stationary 
engines. 
The 
Bal­ 
timore 
A. 
Ohio 
was 
char­ 
tered 
in 
1827, 
and 
its con­ 
struction begun 
in 
1828, the 
first rail 
being 
laid 
on 
July 
4 of that year. 
The work did 
not go forward very fast, only 
thirteen miles being open 
for 
traffic in 1830. 
After that, how- 
eevr, better progress was made, 
and five years later 135 miles 
were in operation. 
The first 
I* I m d built in England was the 
Stockton & Darlington, twenty- 
five miles long. 
It was opened 
for traffic in 1825; hence rail­ 
way transportation, in the mod- 
*ern meaning of the term, began 
with 
this 
railway. 
“Time's 
Telescope,“ a sort of year book 
published in London at the time, 
said: 
"The strides which steam is 
making in the economy of the 
country are more gigantic and 
surprising than those who 
are 
domestic?*ed at a distance from 
its immediate operation 
imag­ 
ine. 
The capability ofdhe loco­ 
motive engine to travel 
with 
ease and safety, with a weight 
of ninety tons in its train, at 
the rate of eight miles an hour, 
“wa* exhibited to thousands at 
the late opening of the Darling­ 
ton A Stockton Railway, and Is 
a striking proof cf the immense 
progress of this new po Aer.”
